It may be assumed, therefore, that her name was 
JERUSHA LUCRETIA. 


I have found the census records quite helpful in tracing the. 
Pigford family. However, tha fact cannot be overlooked that some 
census records have been destroyed. The 1810 census record of 


~ North Carolina was burned by the british during the War of 1812. 


in my efforts to determine if there were any Pigfords in 
the United States in 1790 (the year the first census was recorded) 
beyond the boundaries of the State of North Carolina I engaged a 
professional omjanization to examine the records of the original 
thirteen states. ° This research organization reported that the 
- census records of’ six of the states had been burned by the British 
during the tar of 1812. They were the states of Delaware, Georgia, 
New Jersey, Tennessee, Kentucky and Virginia. In lieu of the cen- 
sus records the tax lists of the states of Kentucky and Virginia 
were examined with negative results, as were the census records of 
the states that were exam Pele: ; 


The 1790 census cand of North Carolina lists only one Pig- 
ford as head of a houschold. He is William Pigford (“ashington 
Government Printing Office 1908). Thus it would seem that in 1790 
a iilliam Pigford, tilmington District, North Carolina was the 
only Pigford head of a household in Worth oieeanes and probably 
in the United States. 


It should be remembered that decadal census records for 
1790-1840 did not list the names of any occupants of a household 
except its head. -The remainder of the occupants were classified 
as to sex and age groups, including those who might be outside 
the family group such as farm hands and others. Beginning with 
the census of 1850 all occupants were listed by name and with cer- 
tain classified information included. These studies resulted in 
more definitive analyses. | a 


Now, to return to Cevilla Clementine's story, a story which 
had sufficient facts to form a basis from which to expand know- 
ledge of the Pigford family. Her story was essentially as follows: 


"Sometime between the years 1735 and 1745 a small ship- 

wrecked lad was found on the coast of :North Carolina. He could 
tell only that his name was Billie. Pigford and that he with his 
parents had sailed from England. 

"The boy was taken into a Dutch family with whom he lived 
until he grew to manhood. He was always called Lost Billie. He 
marricd a woman of Dutch descent. They reared a family, the 
exact number of children, five sons whose names were \illiam, 
Solomon, Jacob, Ned and Timothy; and one a who was called 
Patscy."

Cevilla Clementine continues her story from this point with 
the story of her direct antecedent who was Timothy (G2). 


Thus the story of another American family that found its way 
to a land of new and limitless opportunities is begun.

What of Lost jgillie Pigford who at the age of five to ten 
years suddenly was. orphaned and made a dramatic entry into a new 
and “far away country?" 


‘vas his name Pigford? It might have been. But a number of 
names phonetically similar to that of Pigford were possible. And 
it is doubtful that he could spell his name. In all probability 
he was hungry and was, in no mood to discuss his name. 


<hat was his native country’ The statement that "he with 
his parents had sailed from England" suggests they might have 
‘been natives of England. But they might have been from the high- 
lands of Scotland or from Ireland, or Scoth-Irish who were enter~ 
ing this country and settling in North Carolina in the first half 
of the eighteenth century. Indeed he might have been a native of 
one of tho countries of Continental Europe and had been taught a 
few English words enroute to America. 


The fact that Lost Billie was found on the Coast of North 
Carolina indicates that his ship was wrecked in that area, but 
it does not indicate that his ship's destination was one of the 
ports of North Carolina. 


There is evidence that he was a native of England, Scotland 
or Ireland. ames such as Oxford, Swynneford (Swineford?) and 
Pickford are suggestive. In the late 1964 Tulsa, Okla., tele- 
phone directory are the names Pigg, Piggott, Pigler and Pigman. 
Some of these are known to be of English origin. 


_ & bit of substantiating evidence was discovered in the fall 
of 1964 when I "stumbled" across a family:of Pigfords who came to | 
this country circa 1880 from their native County Durham, England. 
ht the time of this writing (1965) I have been unable to obtain 
enough information concerning the background of this family to 
indicate any link between them and Lost Billie and his descendants. 


Since writing the preceding discussion on the early Pigfords 
in America, my attention has been called to a minor variation in 
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PIGFORD FAMILY 


the story of Lost Billie's contact with the new world. Mrs. H. 
Lisso Lawrence, nee Dorothy Pigford G6, wrote that it was her 
recollection her grandmother, Sarah Margaret Eastis Pigford, 

had related to her that Lost Billie was unable to speak to his 
rescuers because he was so young and spoke in a foreign language. 


This difference in languece revives the question concerning 
Lost Billie's true background. Thousands of emigrants from 
Continental Europe poured into this country during the early 
eighteenth century, many of whom stopped in England to await 
passage via English ships.

I have no information in my files that would indicate the 
exact date of birth of Timothy. However, the text of the will 
of his father, Lost Billie, suggests that Timothy was one of 
the two youngest of his children. Also the listing of Timothy's 
family in the 1820 census of Duplin Co NC and the recording of 
his children in his will written in June 1823 suggest that he 
was older than his brother Solomon who according to the 1850 
census of LaudCohiiss was 66 (b in 1784). 

Timothy was the first of the five sons of Lost Billie to 
leave his home county of NHanCoNC. In 1817 Timothy Pigford 
deeded land in North Carolina to Edward Pigford. ‘:illiam Jr 
and Edward never moved from their home county. The 1820 cen- 
sus (1810 not available) lists Timothy as head of a family in 
Duplin Co NC, the only Pigford to be entered from that county. 
His will was recorded in Duplin Co NC in 1823. 

Betty Pigford, head of a houschold,is the only Pigford 
entered in the 1830 Duplin Co NC census. 

In 4. History of Toomsuba, Miss (q.v.) as related to A 
Jarvis tielch by W. C. Rogers, among the first settlers of Toom- 
suba circa 1832 were "Mrs. Elizabeth Pigford and children - — 
Wright, william, Timothy, Alfred and two daughters." Elizabeth 
Pigford head of a family is entered in the 1840 census of Laud 
Coiiiss. She died in 1848. (see below)

The information for the background of the present sub- 
ject, Elizabeth iJeclls, was in substance taken from The Wells 
and Allied Families. This 90 page mimeographed record was 
published in 1938 by Guy Herbert ‘iells LLD erstwhile President | 
of the Georgia State College for ‘lomen. 

According to this record the first of this Fells family, 
Jacob Wells I came to this country with the DeGraffenreid colo- 
nists in 1710. Jacob Wells I was a native of Basel Switzerland 
area. ‘With him came his family consisting of his wife and their 
sons Jacob II, Henry and Martin. Another child died enroute. 
Special permission was granted the family to postpone burial 
of this child unt} they reached the United States. 

é Their boat docked first on the James river in Virginia. 
The colonists made.their way from this point to New Berne 
North Carolina. 

Jacob wlells I settled on the east side of Yokey swamp a- 
bout two miles southwest of the present town of Magnolia, N.C. 

Jacob tiells II was twelve years of age when his family ar- 
rived in New Berne in 1710. He married a Miss Wright. They 
settled on the west side of Yokey swamp. They had seven chil- | 
dren the oldest of whom was Jacob Wells III. 

Jacob Wells III married Nancy Roney in 1785. They set- 

- tled on the east side of Rockfish creek west of Wallace NC. 
He died in 1826, Nancy died in 1833. They had 14 children 
one of whom was the present subject Elizabeth Wells. 

On page 9 of the Wells and Allied Families the children 
of Jacob Wells III and Nancy Boney is recorded. A simple. 
statement concerning Elizabeth is entered. It reads "Betsy 
married Tim Pigford, moved to Georgie." 

fis stated in my notes previously Betsy (Betty, Eliza~ 
beth) was widowed in 1823, was entered in the 1830 Duplin 
County NC census as the head of a family. She moved with 
some of her children about 1832 to Toomsuba Lauderdale Coun- 
ty Miss., and was entered in the 1840 Lauderdale County Miss. 
census as head of a family. 

In 1958 Mrs. Grady Elmore, nee Genevieve Pigford G6 
found a gravestone in the Old Pigford cemetery near Toomsuba 
Miss. It was inscribed as follows:

In the Name of God, Amen’ . 

‘I, wright Pigford of the County of Lauderdale and State of Miss- 
issippi, being of Sound Hind and Memory, and considering the un- 
certainty of this frail and transatory life, do therefore, make 
ordain, publish and declare this to be my Last ‘/ill] and Testament. 
That is to say, First after all my Lawful debts are paid and. 
discharged. The residue of my Estate Real and Personal I give, 
.bequeath and dispose of as follows, - to wit- To my beloved wife 
the land and Appurtenances situated therein known and described 
as the House- home lying in the County of Lauderdale and State 
of iiississippi Viz the North half of the North west fourth and 
the South half of the North west fourth of Section Twelve, Towne 
ship Six, Range Seventeen East (Except Sixteen acres on the South 
East corner I sold to my son Melangthon Pigford) containing 
about One Hundred and Forty five acres, and the South-‘/est 
fourth of the South fourth of Section Twelve Township Six Range 
17. Each containing Forty acres more or less. Together with 
one Good House and One Cow and calf, and one sow and pigs, and 
one Buggy, and all the Household and kitching furniture we have,

- the children she may have with her for Twelve months, and Five 
Hundred Dollars in i-oney. To be put out at interest To be used 
for her Support During the Time of her natural life, and after 
her death the money to be divided Equally among my heirs, and 
the Land and Appurtenances situated therein Together with all 
the stock that I left to her at her death to my son Flavius
